Remus Apologizes for Hystcria. 

“The jury will be excused,” as- 
sented Judge Shook. As the 10 
men and two women of the jury 
filed out, the storm broke. 

As Remus was being led from 
the courtroom, he exclaimed to 
Judge Shook: “Your Honor, I 
apologize.”’ 

Remus’ voice crescendoed as he 
repeated hysterically: ‘Your Honor 
I apologize.’’

This was the testimony of Charles 
G. Ruddy, the Burns manager who 
directed the surveillance of the jury 
for Sinclair, and who was the first 
witness today in the hearing in the 
District of Columbia Supreme Court 
on contempt charges against Harry 
Sinclair, William J. Burns, Sher- 
man Burns, Day, Sheldon Clark and 
Charles L. Veitsch. 


Hostile to Government. 


Ruddy was a hostile witness to 
the Goverment, which called him. 
He lost no oppartunity to put a 
favorable construction on the con- 
duct of the Sinclair people and his 
own employers. He voluntarily 
and repeatedly emphasized _ that 
Day had directed no contact must 
be established with the jurors, that 
nothing must be done which would 
embarrass or impede them, and 
that the only purpose of the shad- 
owing was to learn whether the 
jurors were improperly approachea 
by others. 

When a Burns man was told to 
buy a camera and follow a certain 
juror, the purpose, Ruddy ex- 
plained, was to photograph anyone 
who might be seen tampering with 
him.. True, the agents did inquire 
rather closely into the business con- 
nections and family ties of the 
jurors, but such inquiries were 
mostly unauthorized, he said. 

Ruddy insistently fortified the 
defense contention that the only 
aim of the shadowing was to shield 
the jury from improper advances— 
or, at least, to ascertain if any were 
made. 

Detective Perfect “Bull.” 


The Burns manager jis: a short,

DUMP EARTH INTO 
CRATER OF VOLCANO 
TO STIFLE FUMES 


Attempt to Protect Coffee 
Crop From Poison Gas.

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Dec. 7. 
—In the hope of permanently ex- 
tinguishing the Santiago volcano, 
wh.ch has not been in eruption 
since last spring, German engineers 
have dumped thousands of tons 
of earth into the crater, apparently 
extinguishing a burning sulphur 
bed. 

The volcano which has ruined a 
quarter of the Nicaragua coffee 
crop for years by its  poisonus 
fumes, ceased eruption presumably 
as a result of an earthquake or 
explosion of a large quantity of 
dynamite nearby. 


The engineers causing a voicano 
crater to be filled in Nicaragua 
probably are seeking to divert the 
pregsure to some non-dangerous 
point, in the opinion of New York 
seologists. It is highly improbable 
they say, that any engineer would 
attenipt to stop the eruption of a 
volcano by filling its crater.

His 
ide . of a good time seems to con- 
sist of sitting up till 9 6’clock with 
tvo Boston acquaintan7:es, all three 
smoking good 10c cigars and say- 
ing nothing. 

Those persons who pretend to 
be familiar with his thoughts, have 
sometimes defended him against 
the accusation of *‘closeness.’’

First Report to Managua 
Gave Only 4 Fatalities in 
Encounter at El] Chipote 
Last Week.

—American aviators, operating 
with a patrol of United States Ma- 
rines and National Guardsmen, 
killed 37 irregulars in an encoun- 
ter near El Chipote about a week 
ago, instead of four, as originally 
reported.

Senate Denies Oath of Office 
To Frank L. Smith of Illinois

Borah and Senator Reed of Mis- 
souri. ssorah was the trump card 
of those who advocated the seating 
of Smith. He made it plain that 
he wags bitterly oppose. to the 
methods by which the nomination 
of Smith was procured, and he 
conceded that the primary is an in- 
tegral part of the election process, 
but he pleaded eloquently for wnat 
he termed an orderly procedure in 
dealing with the case. 


Advocates New Law. 

Incidentally, Borah declared 
that it was the right and duty of 
Congre.3, under the Constitution, 
to pass a law defining the proper 
use of money in a senatorial pri- 
mary. 

Borah also agreed that the Sen- 
ate in passing on the qualification 
of an applicant for admission to 
the Senate is not limited to the 
questions of his age, residence and 
citizenship. He admitte.. that the 
only limit to the “stupendous” 
power of the Senate in this respect 
was its own conscience and judg- 
ment. 

He expressed the conviction that 
Smith, if admitted, could be ex- 
pelled by a majority vote. 

Thus far Borah went along with 
Reed, but he declared that the case 
had assumed the aspect of a con- 
test between the Senate and the 
people of Illinois, and he urged 
that the Oath be administered to 
Smith in order that the people of 
[illinois might be heard through 
his own mouth on the floor. 

Says State Has Right. 

“The right of the State to be 
heard,” pleaded Borah eloquently, 
“is an inherent right, and the char- 
acter of the man has nothing to do 
with it.” 

Borah said all precedents of the 
Senate, save those of reconstruec- 
tion days, called for the accep- 
tance of a candidate’s credentials 
from a State when they were pre- 
sented in proper order. 

“I myself,” he said, “will feel 
infinitely better if we give the peo- 
ple of Illinois no right to complain 
of our procedure. Let us exercise 
Our great power, not arbitrarily, 
but with due respect for the State.” 

Reed of Missouri in reply de- 
clared that his committee had 
given Smith every opportunity to 
be heard, and to summon wit- 
nesses. He said that in 18 previous 
cases the Senate had refused the

Bommarito parked his truck in 
front of 1410 Blair avenue and was 
taking bread from it when twe 
men stepped from an adjoining 
gangway, fired three shots at him, 
and ran back into the gangway.

A reduction of even $225,000,000 
‘in taxes, Mr. Coolidge emphasized, 
is dependent on “continued pros- 
perity” and rigid government — 
omy.

‘fiscal year is $252,540,000, of 
which $75,000,000 is from 
recurring sources. 

Flood control and other projects 
not yet acted upon by Congress are 
not provided for in this estimated 
surplus, he explained, and “it is 
reasonably certain that 
them will be enacted into law. 
Adequate flood control, he added, 
“meets the requirement of abso- 
lute and urgent necessity.” 
| “The assurance that Federal ex- 
penditures will be kept within Fed- 
eral receipts,” the President de- 
clared, “has bulwarked public con- 
fidence, it has contributed meas- 
urably to the prosperous condition 
of the country, it has ministered to 
'the justifiable pride of our people

“To jeopardize our balanced 
budget, to do anything that in the 
most remote degree would threaten 
to interfere with the orderly pro- 
cesses of wise financing, to take 
steps in the interest of tax reduc- 
tion that would necessitate either 
revolutionary curtailment of Fed- 
eral projects and activities or com- 
pel a later upward revision of tax 
rates, or both, is unthinkable. I 
am convinced the people of this 
country are just as overwhelming- 
ly opposed to any measure or 
measures that would make any 
other results even remotely possi- 
ble.

NEW YORK, Dec. 7.—Gifts of 
$538,511 to Columbia University 
were announced . yesterday by 
President Nicholas Murray Butler, 
making the total recent contribu- 
tions to the University $1,186,089. 
For the Phoenix Fund $300,000 
was received under the terms of 
the will of the late Stephen Whit- 
ney Phoenix of the class of 1859, 
which was admitted to probate 
Nov. 28, 1881.

The principal of 
this fund, Dr. Butler sald, now 
amounts to about $788,000.

The Carnegie Corporation gave 
$25,000 to be for maintenance of 
the School of Library Service for 
the academic year 1927-28.

less than 80,000.

It does things that simply 
could not be thought of under the 

old mallet and chisel technique.
